Certificate in the Case of a Non-Company : 


Consequent on the decision of the Madras High Court in 
a certain case, the Central Board of Revenue issued a circu- 
lar containing instructions to the effect that in the case of an 
assesBee other than a company the Auditor’s report or certi- 
ficate should nut be givon more credence than the certificate 
of the assessee’s own accountant and that wherever nccesBary 
the income-tax officers should not hesitate to go behind the 
“audited” profit and Iosb account and balance sheet in order 
to probe into the accuracy thereof. As this affected the entire 
profession, a representation was made by the Institute to the 
Central Board of Revenue that where a certificate in a non- 
company case was unqualified at d given after due audit of the 
accounts by a Chartered Accountant, it should be treated or- 
dinarily with the same consideration that would be given to a 
certificate in the case of a company. The Board has accepted 
this suggestion and issued a |, revised circular to that effect, 
which has been reproduced on pages 541-342 of “The Char- 
tered Accountant” for June 1955. 


Government Recognition : 


The Council gratefully records the continued support and 
assistance in its work from Government. The President was 
invited by Government to be a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the General Insurance Council. 


Estate Duty Valuation : 

The Council has recommended to Government the amend- 
ment of their Notification issued under the Estate Duty Act, 
1953, in regard to the mode of remuneration of Chartered Ac- 
countants for Valuation work. Members will recollect that 
the Council took the opinion of the learned Attorney General 
of India and the case submitted to him for opinion and the 
opinion were published on pages 283-284 of “The Chartered 
Accountant” for December 1934. The Council has suggested 
to Government the fixation of a scale on the basis of the time 
Occupied on the valuation and the matter is under discussion. 

Minimum Quantum of Work: The question of prescri- 
bing a minimum quantum of work for members taking arti- 
cled and audit clerks was considered by the Council and in view 
of a majority of the members of the Council not favouring the 
proposal, the matter was diopped. 


Government has also consented to sanction, subject to 
certain conditions, a non-recurring grant subject to a maxi- 
mum of Rs. 75,000 and a recurring grant subject to a maxi- 
mum of Rs. 35,000 per year in connection with the Coaching 
Scheme. 


The Council was approached by the Government of Hy- 
derabad (Dn.) lu provide facilities for the training of students 
for the Chartered Accountants course. Necessary arrange- 
ments were made for such facilities to be given to these stu- 
dents. 


Employment Register : 

The Regional Councils have been requested to maintain 
Employment Registers and to inform the various Chambers 
of Commerce, Trade Associations and other Employers in their 
Regions about the existence of such Registers.

RESOLUTION 

New Delhi , the 20th, September 1965 

No. Eng.Ind.25 (4) /52. — With a view to taking steps 
to establish manufacture in India of tractors, tractor- 
drawn and similar agricultural Implements and spare 
parts so as to achieve self-sufficiency in respect of these 
items within as short a period as possible, the Gov- 
ernment of India have decided to constitute a Com- 
mittee of Experts consisting of the following: —

3. The Tariff Commission has observed that the im- 
position of normal revenue duties applicable to unspeci- 
fied chemicals will meet the needs of the industry.

S er land use, desert immobilisation, soil conservation, 
ood control .pasture management, proper development 
of vegetatlonal wealth, multi-purpose river valley pro- 
jects, wild life management, etc. Vana-Mahotsava 
would also increase in utility if planned on an ecolo- 
gical basis.
